(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN.) 

A settlement was reached in the probate 
action of Rogers and another v. O'Dea, which 
was listed for trial: with a special jury. 

The plaintiffs, Ellen Rogers, of Kylemore, 
Howth, and Jospeh Edward MacDermott, 
Belfort, Blackrock, solicitor, claimed to be 
executrix and executor, respectively, of the 
last will and codicil, both dated Ist February, 
1925, of Patrick Rogers, late of Kylemore, 
Howth, horse trainer, who died on the 17th 
February, 1925, and to have the will and 
codicil established. the defendant, Jane 
O’Dea,,of 7 St. John’s terrace, South Circular 
road, Dolphin’s Barn, Dublin, opposed the 
will on three statutory grounds, 

Mr. McCann, K.C., who, with Mr. Naish 
(instructed by Mr. Edward MacDermott), 
appeared for the plaintiffs, said that Mrs. 
Rogers was the widow of the testator. She 
was his second wife, and had been married 
to him for about twenty-eight years. ‘The 
defendant was the only daughter of the 
testator, and was a daughter of the first 
marriage. Her mother died in or about 1889. 
Mr. Rogers was a well-known horse trainer. 
in the first will he adopted the principle of 
share and share alike between Mrs. O'Dea 
and Mrs. Rogers, his second wife, but some- 
time about Di ctuenhen, 1924, he came into 
Mr. MacDermott’s office, and on that occasion 
he told Mr. MacDermott that he had been 
thinking the matter over, and was thinking of 
making a will leaving all his property to his 
wife. Mr. MacDermott told him that that 
Was a very serious change to make, and 
advised him to go home and think about it. 
When Mr. MacDermott was sent for on a 
later occasion Mr. Rogers was very deter- 
mined about the will. He said that he 
would leave some legacies, one of which was 
£100 to his daughter. 

Mr. Geoghegan, K.C., who, with Mr. 
Fergus O'Connor (instructed by Messrs. 
Crowley, Bolger and Cusack), appeared for 
the defendant, said that his ‘lordship could 
understand that Mrs. O'Dea, having got a 
moiety under the will of 1914, was, perha 
a little disappointed with the will of 1955. 
although they were guite satisfied that that 
will was made with the utmost propriety. 
Mrs. O'Dea expected something more than 
£250, which she had got, but the generosity 
of Mrs. Ellen Rogers, one of the plaintiffs 
in this case, had disarmed her. Mrs. Rogers 
had stated that, irrespective of the result of 
that litigation, ‘she intended to make a gift 
to Mrs. O'Dea. ‘There was no bargaining 
between them. A figure was mentioned by 
Mrs. Rogers, and it was accepted by Mrs. 
O'Dea, and he thought that the relations 
between them now were something more than 
cordial. In these circumstances, ) 0 O'Dea 
deaired to withdraw oppoaition to the will. 

A consent to the settlement of the action, 
the terms of which were not disclosed, was 
handed in.

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QUESTION OF EXPERTS’ COSTS. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

In the Admiralty Court the case of the 
owners of the steam tug, Morsecock, of 
Cork, against “he owners of the ss. Archi- 
medes, of Liverpool, was mentioned on a 
question of costs. The action, which, at the 
trial last week had been settled on terms, 
was brought by the plaintiffs to recover 
£3,000 reward for salvage services rendered 
to the defendants’ vessel, Archimedes, 
which had become disabled in the Atlantic 
while on a voyage from Manchester to New 
York on the 23rd of June, 1924, and was 
towed into Cork Harbour by the plaintiffs’ 
tug, Morsecock. 

On behalf of the defendants objection was 
now taken to allowing the costs of two ex- 
pert witnesses, who had attended at the trial 
to give evidence on behalf of the plaintiffs 
as to the value of the vessel and cargo. It 
was contended that no evidence of value 
should be admitted at the trial, but that an 
aprraisement should have taken place before 
the trial. 

' On behalf of the plaintiffs, it was sub- 
mitted that, os regard to the averments 
in the statement of claim, they were entitled 
to have expert witnesses examined at the 
trial. 

Mr. Justice Meredith decided in favour of 
the plaintiffs, allowing the costs mentioned. 
If the trial had gone on, he said, he would 
have allowed the two expert witnesses to be 
examined.

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CONTAGIOUS ABORTION IN 
CATTLE. 


The Irish Free State Department of Lands 
and Agriculture has made an Order, which 
is now in force, in relation to epizootic abot 
tion. The effect of the Order is to add to 
the list of live stock diseases in the Free 
State which are dealt with under the 
Diseases of Animals Acts a malady that has 
been the source of very considerable loss to 
stockowners for many years. [he Order 
makes it illegal to du any of the following 
things :— (1) To expose in a market, fail 
ground, or sale yard, cows or heifers which 
have calved prematurely within the (wo 
months immediately preceding the sale. (2) 
To effect a private sale, or to send for service 
to a bull, any such animal that has calved 
prematurely within a similar period of two 
months, without the purchaser or owuer, as 
the case may be, being warned of the fact in 
writing, (3) To turn out on common or un 
fenced land, or f*. grazing on a highway, 
anv cows or heifers similarly conditioned. 

The Order shall be executed and enforced 
by the local authorities—that is, the County 
Councils or County Borough Councils. 
Offences against the Order entail seriour 
penalties.

Mr. P. J. O'Neill has resigned from his 
popt as Secretary of the Leix County Com- 
mittee of Agriculture to fill the position of 
Secretary to the Leix County Council. 

The report of the Toomevara Co-operative 
Creamery shows that in 1924 the price ob- 
tained for butter (1s. 8d., against 1s. 5d.) was 
much better than in the previous year, and 
consequently farmers abtained very nearly 
one penny more per gallon for their milk. The 
total sales for 1924 were £14,036—showing 
the fine increase of £804 on 1923: the gross 
profit, £222 against £168 in 1923; and, after 
deducting depreciation, etc., there is a nett 
profit of £56 compared with £16 in 1923. 
rhe financial position is very sound. Cash in 
bank amounts to £290 and the balance sur- 
plus profits are £510. 

The unseasonable weather is proving very 
injurious to all kinds of crops, and is :e- 
tarding tillage operations. In addition, wire- 
worm and grubs have done serious injury to 
early-sown grain, and some farmers have had 
to re-sow it a second time. A County Carlow 
farmer states “hat corn merchants find it diffi. 
cult to dispose of last year’s oats, a large 
quantity of which still remains on their 
hands. 

The announcement that a knowledge of 
agricultural subjects is to be imparted to 
students of St. Columba’s College, Rath- 
farnham, shows how the future of farming is 
regarded by our educational authorities. 

Farmers who got on with the work, des- 
pite unfavourable weather conditions early 
in the may now regard their work 
with satisfaction. The presert spell of warm 
sunshine is helping growth considerably.

Hogan must be well aware, however, that the 
farmer s lot is not enviable nor his job “ soft,” 
and, indeed. he has sufficient prescience to 
recognise that the future not only of farming, 
bat of the farmer's family, is a problem 
neither easily to be solved nor yet to be 
chelved. There is. we fear, no immediate and 
certainly no easy answer, for instance, to one 
yuestion touched on in the Minister's speech 
on the vote for the upkeep of the office at- 
tached to his two departments. The problem 
of the farmer's ‘‘ second, third, and fourth 
sons ” promises, unaer modern ‘condiiions, to 
survive the hfe of the existing Governments 
in this and perhaps all other European coun- 
tries, but it is specially knotty in Ireland. 
Not all farmers, indeed, have four sons to pro- 
vide for, but the future of even an eldest son 
may often give our present tillers of the soil 
food for thought. and we propose to examine 
fe few aspects of that question. hound up as :t 
is with the whole future of farming. 


Are Farmers Pessim'stic ? 


Recent correspondence in the Jrish Times 
and elsewhere reveais a serious, growing, and 
\unfortunately!) reasoned aversion from the 
arduous, doubtful. frequently disappointing 
auty of tillage. The very interesting letter 
of Mr. W. P. Hanley, with its ad.- 
mission that there is an average failure 
to save effectually more than four harvests in 
five, and its almost unanswerable contention 
that “‘the small farmer without capital is 
in a hopeless condition,” is aní example of a 
widespread feeling amongst farmers of the 
present day, which it would scarcely be an 
exaggeration to call pessimism, This feeling 
of dejection is bound to react) on those now 
growing up, including the eldest sons, who 
may be intended to succeed their fathers on 
the land, and it is not peculiar to Ireland. 
A correspondent in an English contemporary, 
writing out of many decades of practical ex- 
perience, urges that it is hopeless to produce 
a new race to till the soil in these days, un- 
less you catch the boys young--as young, he 
maintains, as twelve years old '-— and interest 
them in the work, giving them plenty to do. 
It is the illiterates, he argues, who are most 
Interested in the land, or, at least, most 
eficient upon it. If that were the whole 
truth, of course, the problem of the farmef’s 
family would solve itself by the abolition of 
farming—unless the State, forced to maintain 
the food supply, made tillage an obligation 
to be pursued under penalty—a form »f 
coercion, not lightly to be attempted nor 
easily sustained. Fortunately, however, in 
Ireland, at least, the lure of owning the land 
operates, to some extent, against those 
influences which tend to discourage farming. 
But even here the tendencies towards less 
tillage, less labour, a deterioration in the land 
itself (due to its having in some places been 
“ eropped out ”) and the discouragements in- 
evitable after a run of bad harvests, and, for 
a good deal of our produce, falling markets 
are all ominous, and it would seem as if 
even the eldest sons may, in many cases, be 
tempted to get out of farming, 


Groands for Hope. 


Are there any grounds for hope to put over 
against these fears? We think there are. 
Thé progress of, engineering science is one of 
them. It is, perhaps, too soon \yet to say that 
the work done by the Research Branch of the 
British Ministry of Agriculture at Oxford, 
through the experiments of che Institute of 


the problem of wet harvests. But certain tests 
and trials so far made om the use of drying 
machinery for hay, corn and pulse, point in 
that direction. Costs may at the outset le 
heavy—too heavy for the average farmer in 
this country unless really cheap power even- 
tuates from the Shannon scheme, and even 
then unless it is possible for small farmers to 
share the machinery between them on a Co- 
operative basis—but the results of the re- 
search so far done do point towards an 
improvement in the handling and treatment 
of a wet crop, which may have a revolu- 
tionary bearing on the farming of the future. 
No limit can so far be put to the applications 
of electricity to those mechanical devices now 
working or being planned for the substitution 
of power-driven plant for human or animal 
labour. 

At least three considerations arise out of the 
fact that, though bad weather can never, per- 
haps, be wholly conquered, its ravages can be 
greatly reduced. The first is that whilst a 
reduction of hand labour may appear to throw 
agricultural labour out of work, and so still 
further reduce the number of those who can 
make their living out of the land, agricultural 
engineering, both on its professional and its 
executive or manual sides, may es to find 
occupation for some of those second sons of 


whom Mr. Hogan spoke, and, perhaps more 


particularly, for those (drawn from an even 
poorer class) who now drift into the towns. 
In search of manual or industrial occupation. 
Mr. George Bernard Shaw's vision in ' Man 
and Superman ”’ of an England dominated by 
skilled and (at least to that extent) educated 
mechanists, chauffeurs, and the like, is not 
yet an actuality, but it would not be surpris 
ing to see in Ireland a type of skilled artisan 
employed, not in the towns, but in the coun- 
try, in a position not, indeed, of actual 
dominance, but of considerable importance, 
into whose hands a big share in the wealth 
production of the country must pass. 


Good Management. 


However able this class of tiller of the soil 
may become in the future there will still be 
need of oversight, direction, an intelligent 
understanding of what machinery can do, and 
how and where the automaton must be 
supplemented or substituted by the 
man. We must farm with our brains, 
not less, but more, if we divert the mechani- 
cal processes in production from the worker to 
the machine. But the type of farming will 
change, and the type of farmer must change, 
too. Here is where the interest of the eldest 
son in succeeding to the small patrimony left 
him in the farm must be increased by an 
education fitting him for organisation—since 
much of this kind of farming must be done in 
association with other farmers—but also fit- 
ting him for developing initiative, since each 
farm will have its own peculiar problems. To 
make farming interesting is no less necessary 
than to make it profitable. We think this will 
be the second result of the new methods now 
slowly, but, we think surely, evolving by 
whore means the machine will replace the 
arudge. 

The third consideration we foresee as arising 
from the use of power in helping to solve the 
problem of the farmer’s family is this: from 
the application of science to farming there 
will arise increased desire and augmented 
ability to apply it to the amenities of the farm 
and the home. Broadcasting will, we are 
sure, be an element not only educative, stimu- 
leting, and interesting, but will bring to the 
former the practical information he Sé to- 
day regarding markets, the future outlook re- 
specting various kinds of produce, and the 
approaching new developments in his work. 
Already this has begun, and if our co-opera- 
tive societies, village clubs, farmers’ unions, 
or similar groups working in rural areas de- 
velop it, they will do much to solve the pro- 
blem of the farmer's family. One fact, how- 
ever, is plain. No Government can deeply 
influence fundamental human nature. The 
disaffection towards tillage having begun, only 
a recognition by the farmer that his calling, 
even on its mechanical side, is an honoured 
and may become an attractive one will avail 
to keep him tilling or to keep the nation's 
food supply and chief source of wealth secure. 
This is the most immediate issue confronting 
the educationist.

MOVEMENTS IN 
AGRICULTURAL PRICES. 
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The report of the British Ministry of 
Agriculture on the prices and supplies of 
agricultural produce and requirements for 
1924, reviews the price movements of different 
commodities during that period, and, by 
means of index numbers, compares prices 
over several years. The tendency towards 
stability in the prices of agricultural pro- 
duce which was noticeable in 1923 has been 
followed in 1924 by a rise which, in the 
case of certain products, has been quite sub- 
stantial, and during the seven months, Sep- 


level of the prices of agricultural produce 
was 65 per cent. above pre-war, Prices of 
feeding stuffs advanced last summer, and dur- 
ing the seven months above mentioned was at 
64 per cent. above pre-war. Changes in the 
rices of. fertilisers and seeds are also given. 
The effect. of the new minimum rates of agri- 
cultural wages as fixed by the Agricultural 
Wages Committees is shown to have raised 
the average level of wages of ordinary agri- 
cultural workers by 3s. per week by March 
of this year. 

The report contains information as to the 
proportions of the. estimated total supply of 
the chief agricultaral commodities which are 
home produced or im rted, and brings out 
Clearly the extent of the dependence of Great 
Britain on imports of different commodities.

IMPROVING THE MILK YIELD. 


At the annual meeting of the Ballyhooly 
Cow Testing Association, the Supervisor, Mr. 
Michael Veale, gave some interesting particu- 
lars in his report. There were 141 cows on 
test during 1604, and gave on an average 
5,867 lbs. of milk and 207 03 of butter fat per 
cow. At the end of the year he found that 
the ten best cows gave an average yield of 
8,900 Ibs. of milk and 339.02 of butter fat, 
and earned £29 2s. 8d. per cow, butter being 
caleulated at the rate of 1s. 6d. per Ib. and 
skimmed milk at Id, per gallon. The ten 
worst cows gave an average of 4,605 Ibs. of 
milk and 173.64 of butter fat, and earned the 
sum of £14 18s. Bd. per cow, which meant a 
difference to the farmer of £14 4s. per cow. 
There were now 200 cows in the Association 
and 21 were on the Department's register. 
There were 30 cows recently presented for 
registration, and of these 11 were passed. 
Mr. John Ahern, Glenafana, secured 1st prize 
for the best cow in the Association, and Mr. 
John Veale got lst prize for best in the 
heifer class. 
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A TRIBUTE TO THE KERRY. 
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Dr, Hennessy, T.D., in supporting Mr. 
Jobnson’s Allotments and Common Pasturage 
Bill in the Dail, expressed’ the hope that 
pasturage would be made available for ts 
and the smaller breeds of cattle, such as 
the Kerry.

CLEAN MILK 
COMPETITIONS. 
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During the present year, it ig estimated 
that nearly one thousand dairy farmers will 
take part in one or other of the clean milk 
competitions that are being organised by 
County Education Authorities under the guid. 
ance and with the financial as: tance of the 
Ministry of Agriculture. 

Briefly, the competitions consist in the tak- 
ing of fair samples of the farmer's milk at 
regular intervals, and the examination of 
these samples for bacterial content, keeping 
quality, fat and sediment; the equipment and 
condition of the cowhouse and milk-room are 
also factors which are taken into account, and 
surprise visits are made by inspecting judges 
during the competition. The County Educa- 
tional staff are available for advice through- 
out the competitiqn, and periodical reports 
are. issued to the competitors, giving counsel 
based on the results of examining samples 
up-to-date. 

Now, let us look briefly at the benefits of 
these competitions. First, as to the public. 
The. competitions form one of the best means 
of bringing about a permanent improvement 
in the cleanliness of the milk supply. If milk 
is clean, it is safer, sweeter, and in every way 
more desirable. In this country, milk con- 
sumption is, nothing like what it ought to be, 
or what it actually is in such countries as 
Denmark and the United States. One reason 
why people hold back from drinking more of 
this cheap and excellent food is perhaps be- 
cause they are suspicious of its cleanliness. 
When all production is brought up to the 
standard of that of the prize winners in clean 
milk competitions. that fear at any rate 
should be completely removed. - 

Then, as to the farmer. His natural ques- 
tion is: “ What am I to get out of it?” In 
the first place, he gets the satisfaction of pro- 
ducing a cleaner and safer milk; and as 
clean milk is one of the best of all foods, and 
absolutely indispensable for infant feeding, 
he can feel that he is serving the best in- 
terests of the nation by supplying as clean a 
product as possible. ~ Secondly, he can in 
many cases secure a better price for his milk. 


munity prepared to pay a slightly better price 
for-a cleaner article. Sometimes, the publicity 
that comes from taking a leading place in a 
competition may in itself be sufficient to en- 
able him to build up a retail trade amongst 
this class of consumer. More generally, he 
must first take out a Ministry of Health 
licence for the production of Grade A milk. 
Clean milk competitions have often been the 
means of showing farmers that they can pro- 
duce milk of this standard solely by attention 
to details. and with little or no capital outlay 
on building. or equipment. As a matter of 
fact, two out of every three competitors are 
found to reach Grade A standard of milk 
purity.

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An unfortunate result of the wet seasons 
of the past few years is the prevalence of 
certain plant pests. This 1s notably true of 
the ‘‘ leather jacket,” the grub of the Daddy- 
long-legs. It is specially partial to cereals, 
eartiontarts oats after pasture or clover, but 
grasses and clovers are also attacked and 
sometimes big stretches are destroyed. Dur- 
ing 1924, turnips suffered widespread damage 
in the 8.W. of Scdtland, and the pest is the 
subject of a very interesting and informative 
bulletin just issued by the Glasgow Agricul- 
tural College. 

For combating the grub a method adopted 
by the College, which be been highly success- 
ful, consists in thoroughly mixing 1 lb. cof 
Paris green with 30 Ib. of bran or toppings 
and moistening the mixture with about 2 
pees of water. This is applied on the sur- 
ace of the ground and is sufficient for one 
acre. Paris green is an arsenical compound 
which has been used for some time in Canada 
for the: destruction of caterpillars. It is 
obtainable from any chemist. The proportion 
of arsenic in the mixture is almost indiniteni- 
mal, and there was no evidence in the experi- 
ments that birds suffered through picking up 
the poisoned bait.

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EFFECT OF JUNE SUNSHINE.

Agricultural conditions in the Free State 
have improved considerably during the past 
week, and the outlook may generally be 
described as satisfactory. 

CONDITIONS IN MAY. ! 

It was different on the first of the month. 
At that time, in their report íor May, the 
Department of Lands and Agriculture stated 
that the crops were fully three weeks Jater 
than usual. | 

Pastures, they stated, made some improve- 
ment towards the end of the mónth, and on 
dry, well-drained situations’ carried a fair 
covering, but the grass in genera) was soft, 
watery and of little feeding value, through 
want of heat and sunshine. Low-lying 
pastures and pastures on the poorer types of 
soil continued extremely bare and had no 
support for stock. Exposure to cold rains, 
the inferior grazing and the constantly wet 
surface on which cattle had to lie caused them 
to become thin and poor in condition. In a 
number of counties cows had to be housed at 
night during the last week and given mashes 
to maintain the milk yield. Through the 
flooded condition of bogs cutting of turf 
was impossible in several counties, and 
mueh apprehension regarding a supply of 
winter fuel was caused im parts of Tir- 
connail, Monaghan and Galway. Cutting 
began in Tirconnail in the earlier part of the 
month, but the work was made difficult 
towards the end, and most of the fuel cut 
has become very soaked. 

Catch crops proved more or less of a failure 
in many cases. The plots were sown with 
difficulty in the autumn, and, as a result of 
poor conditions of growth, were fit for cutting 
too late to relieve the shortness of green feed- 
ing. In County Carlow the crops were grazed 
off by stock as not worth the trouble of cut- 
ting and carting. In most counties vetches 
and rye were of little use till near the end of 
May. On some farms vetches, rye, winter 
oats and rape proved helpful feeding for 
dairy cows 

Corn Crops.—Winter wheat, where top- 
dressed early in April, shows good promise in 
County Longford. In County Limerick the 
crop improved during May and has a healthy 
look. Oat. brairds are rather thin and 
patchy: many fields made no growth during 
May and have become unhealthy and yellow- 
looking. In County Kilkenny early sown 
fields are not so promising as those sown later. 
In some Southern counties brairds after lea 
look better than those on manured land. 
Except in a few counties, injury from wire- 
worm and grub attack has been small com- 
pared with other seasons. In County: Dublin 
barley brairds are stronger than those of oats: 
in other counties the crop shows signs of 
‘* vellowing.’”’ 

Potatoes.—Early varieties, though back- 
ward. have strong, healthy foliage. The crop 
is fully a fortnight to three weeks Jate, and 
in such counties as Waterford and Cork first 
earlies will not be ready for lifting sooner 
than the end of June or early in July. Main- 
crop varieties came over ground regularly and 
with few ‘‘ misses’’ noticeable. Manv fields 
became foul with weeds, and the wet state of 
the soil prevented them being cleaned bv the 
drill-scuffler and hoe. For the same reason 
little or no moulding has been attempted as 
yet. The prospects of the crop on the poor, 
wet soils of the Western counties are not 
encouraging. 

_ Great difficulty was experienced in the sow- 
ing of mangels, and the work has been much 
delaved. 

Flax.—In County Cavan this crop is show- 
ing well overground, but much of it was sown 
under poor conditions owing to the difficulty 
of getting a suitable tilth, In County 
Monaghan the wet soil has caused fields to 


Much seed was left unsown, and the crop 
prospests are regarded as bad. In Tirconnail 
brairds are described as good and regular; the 
area sown in that county is not believed to be 
so large as last year. In West Cork the crop 
appears to be doing very well and so far has 
not received any check Conditions at sowing 
time were fair. The area sown is believed to 
be larger than last year. In County Mavo 
the fields in braird are generally poor-looking 
and have a scali-d appearance. Conditions 
were very bad at sowing time. Some fields 
were not sown till the last week of May. The 
area is much the same as that grow in 1924. 
First Hay Crop.—Fields of first crop grass 
are variable. In most counties, except on 
heavy, wet soils, an average yield is expected, 
Cutting will not be started until fully a fort. 
night to three weeks later than usual. 
Should favouring weather occur in the 
interval the crop may grow out to a satis- 
factory bulk. In some Southern counties the 
crop is stated to he thin, with a marked 
absence of clover. Dry. rich fields in County 
Limerick give best promise of returning heavy 
crops. meadows were closed up late and 
are not making much progress in growth. 


Warm weather is much needed for all the hay 
crops.

HELP FOR NORTHERN

short-term advances in necessitous cases to 
tide farmers over the present difficult times. 
He added that the Government were prepared 
to give a grant to lucal authorities for the 
promotion of schemes to relieve unemploy- 
ment. á

FIRST IRISH SALE OF FRIESIANS. 


BRISK BIDDING.

A number of new herds will be established [ Rhydbrowghton Grace (May, 1917), by 


in Ireland as the result of the sale of British 
Friesian cattle belonging to Mr. Edward 
Cowdy, D.L., at Summerisland, Loughgall, 
Co. Armagh, yesterday. There was a large 
attendance, which included supporters of the 
bree! from places as far apart as London- 
derry, Dundalk, Cork, Dublin, Down and 
Louth, as well as local buyers. As a result, 
there was keen competition, and the averages 
for 38 cattle amounted to the 
sum of £635 17s. 2d. 

The top price of the ’-y, 135 guineas, was 
paid by Commander Gaisford St. Lawrence, 


Howth Castle, Co. Dublin, for the shapely 
1,665 gallon cow, Higham Bounty, a leading 
winner at Belfast and Portadown Shows. A 
number of purchases were made by Major 
Coote, Bear Forest, Mallow, who is found 
ing a herd :: that portion of Munster. Mr. 
Wilkinson, .f Mulhuddart, Co. Dublin, also 
made purchases, while Mr. C, A. Nicholson, 
Beech Hill, Londonderry, was another keen 
buyer. Fully a thousand pounds was 
realised for the progeny of Mr. Cowdy’'s 
st ck bull, Summerisland Equestrian, the 
only imported Friesian bull in Ireland. When 
offered tor sale he was started at 150 guineas, 
and was speedily run up to 290 guineas. At 
that point bidding ceased, and the auctioneer 
announced that he was subject to a reserve 
of 500 guineas. This figure was not reached, 
and the animal was retained. 

There is no question, said Mr. Frank 
Matthews, of Messrs. John Thornton and 
Co., in opening the sale, that tie future of 
dairying in this country will be largely in- 
fluenced by British Friesian cattle. It is 
seven years since Mr, Cowdy took up the 
breed in the vwhole-hearted manner in which 
he tackles everything. He attended a num- 
ber of leading sales, paying high prices for 
his purchases, and then went on quietly ex- 
tending the herd until it exceeded the accom 
modation available. This rendered a reduc 
tion essential, but, in order to make up a 
— Mr. Cowdy had to include many 
animals which he would rather have retained. 

It was the first Friesian sale to be held in 
Ireland, and in view of the difficulty ot 
getting animals from England and Scotland, 
it provided a rare opportunity for acquiring 
well-bred stock. Last year, in the Arma 
Cow Testing Society, this herd won the 
Friesian Society's cup with an aver--e of 
1,083 gallons for the entire herd, the milk 
being also noted for its high butter fat con. 
tents. All of this, coupled xv th the fact 
that the stock are regular breeders, went far 
towards stimulating trade at what un- 
doubtedly was a satisfactory sale. 

The company included Mr. J. 8. Gordon, 
of the Northern Ministry of Agriculture; Mr. 
George Hobson, Secretary of the Briti¢h 
Friesian Cattle Society; Mr. Sweetman, Hoa. 
Secretary of the Imsh Friesian Catile 
Breeders’ Society (South), and Mr. Well. 
wood, Hon. Secretary, Northern Branch Irish 
Friesian Cattle Breeders’ Society. The 
weather was delightful, and business was 
brisk.

TICKNOCK INQUEST. | 


MURDERED WOMAN’S 
IDENTITY. 


-- 


The inquest which was, opened yesterday at 
Ticknock, Co. Dublin, ae the eath of the 
young woman who was found murdered in the 
district on Tuesday morning was adjourned 
without elucidation of the mystery, beyond 
establishment of the identity of the murdered 
woman. A number of witnesses swore that 
the body was that of Lily O'Neill, a native 
of Bagnalstown, Co. Carlow, which she left 
about seven years ago, She had been living 
for the past three years at 48 Newmarket, 
Dublin, and was known to the majority of 
her friends only as * Honor Bright.’’ 

Two doctors made a prolonged examination 
of the body yesterday, but the Coroner (Dr. 
J. P. Brennan) considered that it was better 
not to take their evidence at the initial hear- 


ing. 

The Coroner informed the jury that two 
men found the body on Tuesday morning at 
a place about two miles from Dundrum. It 
was lying on the roadway, and death had 
apparently occurred some hours earlier. The 
poli report contained other particulars 
which it was thought best to withhold at 
present. 

After four persons resident at 48 Newmarket 
had given evidence as to the identity of the 
deceased woman, who was last seen by one of 
them at 3.30 o'clock on the morning of June 8, 
the Coroner stated that at the request of the 
police authorities he had decided to adjourn 
the inquest for reasons which they considered 
necessary, and possibly by the time they met 
again the perpetrator or perpetrators of this 
outrage might be brought to justice. 

The inquest was adjourned until June 24. 

Inquiries into the affair are being actively 
pursued by the police authorities, But up to 
the present no arrest has been made. The 
medical examination has shown that the 
bullet which killed the woman passed 
through the heart, apparently ‘having been 
deflected after entry in the right breast. It 
then took an upward course and emerged at 
the shoulder bone. There is no indication to 
show whether the woman was shot at Tick- 
nock or whether the body was conveyed there 
in a motor car.

NEWBRIDGE COLLEGE

THE NEW SECONDARY 
PROGRAMME. . 

Prize-day at Newbridge College took place 
in splendid. weather on ‘Tuesday, when 
hundreds from Dublin and the provmces en- 
joyed a visit to the college and its surround- 
ings. They were welcomed by the Provincial, 
the Very Rev. Father Finbar Ryan, 0.P., 
who afterwards distributed the prizes. 

The headmaster, in his report, criticised 
the programme issued by the Minister of 
Education for secondary schools. This pro- 
gramme, he said, aims at correcting the de- 
fects under which the former intermediate 
system confessedly laboured, and at bringing 
secondary education in this country up to 
present-day ideas. Whether those aims will 
be realised remains yet to be seen. A good 
deal depends on the schools, and a very 
great deal on the sympathetic co-operation of 


It is not perfect. Like most 
by Educational Boards, it 
aims too high. In the higher divisions the 
work it expects belongs rather to the 
university than the secondary schools. It 
seems to have for its object rather to turn 
out young professors than to prepare boys 
for life. It suffers, too, from overcrowding of 
subjects. The result of these things is that 
students will not have time to assimilate 
knowledge and make it their own; they may 
know something about many things, but they 
will know nothing thoroughly; quantity they 
may have, quality they cannot have. I 
mention these things as evils to which the 
new system can and may lead of itself, The 
manner of its application by the educational 
authorities, both in schools and in the 
Government departments, will decide whether 
these evils will follow or not. 

During the afternoon the boys presented a 
play in the Pavilion, and the college orchestra 
played on the lawn. Sergeant N. O'Reilly 
was congratulated on the fine gymnastic dis- 
plavs given by the students i 

The new buildings were much admired, and 
the Prior, the Very Rev. Raymond Murphy, 
O.P., received many words of congratulation 
on their appearance and on the displays given 
by the students. Newbridge College main- 
tains the traditions of the older Dominican 
secondary schools of Tralee, Athenry, and 
Dublin, and preserves the spirit of the great 
Dominican educators of the past.

LONG DELAYS. 
QUESTION RAISED IN 
THE DAIL.

The heat. wave has arrived with a 
burst, to find a number of the shops in 
the Free. State still ill-prepared to meet 
the demands. of . their. customers. for 
summer clothes... The imposition of the 
new ad valorem duty of 15 per cent. on 
all imported wearing. apparel bas caused 
considerable delay at the Customs, and 
drapers have had difficulty in getting 
their summer stocks delivered in tine. 

Mr. R. J. Kidney, on behalf of the Mer- 
chant’ Drapers’ Association, stated yesterday 
that delays in the clearing of: góods were 
causing serious jess to the drapery trade in 
Dublin. All goods forwarded at present are 
for seasonable use, and a delay of two or 
three weeks depreciated their value. This 
applied especially to summer apparel, mil- 
linery, ete. 

The Association made certain suggestions tu 
the Revenue Commissioners asking them to 
receive a deputation to discuss the propesal 
to set up a “long room" and provide 
facilities at the three principal shipping com. 
panies’ offices to receive documents in all 
stages and also payment of duty. 

Under the present system the duty has to 
be assessed by the. examining officer at the 
port. The consignee must then go to Beres. 
tord place, take his place in a queue, and 
wait often from one to three hours before 
the document can be passed for payment of 
duty. Having paid the duty, he must re- 
turn to the shipping companies’ premises 
before the goods can be released. 

The drapery merchants believe that, for 
very little extra expense, the setting up of a 
‘long room ' would expedite matters, They 
were, said Mr. Kidney, pressing the Revenue 
Commissioners to receive a deputation on the 
matter. 

As an example of delays that had occurred, 
he said that goods invoiced on 23rd April, 
and on which duty had been paid on 5th May, 
had not been delivered on 19th. May. 

They knew that the idea of the duty was 
to encourage home manufacture, but mine- 
tenths of ladies’ apparel worn here was not 
made in this country. 


QUESTIONS IN THE DAIL. 
SUGGESTED REMEDIES TO BE 
INVESTIGATED. 

During the discussion of the Finance Bill 
in Dail Eireann yesterday Mr. John Good re- 
ferred to the delay that takes place in the 
clearing of goods through the Customs, and 
said that the arrangements made by the 
authorities were hopelessly inadequate. When 
a Minister interfered with trade he should 
see that the interference did the least possible 
harm to the country’s trade. Delays of 
from fourteen to thirty days were taking 

place in the Customs Department. 
THE SLOW POST. 

Another department of which he had 
serious complaint to make was the Post Office. 
A registered package was sted to him 
from England on the 27th May, and it had 
not yet reached him. All that was causing 


serious injury to the trade of the country,” 


and he asked for an assurance ‘that the im- 
provement promised several weeks ago would 
take place without delay. 

Mr. Blythe said that the Government was 
trying to remedy the matter, and had in- 
creased the Customs staff. But it could not 
take men off the street and make Customs 
officers of them at once. 

Mr. Good asked whether the Minister had 
taken any action in regard to the delay in 
clearance of goods at the North Wall. ‘his 
was a matter of great importance to trade, 
and he suggested the appointment of an 
official from the Ministry of Finance to go into 
the whole question of delays. 

Mr. Blythe replied that the problem was 
in fact being dealt with in that way, They 
had many difficulties to contend with, and 
were doing their best to remedy matters, 

Mr, Conor Hogan (Clare) said that 72 
hours was ample time in which to get goods 
cleared. 

Mr. Figgis suggested that in ‘border-line 
cases goods should be allowed to go through 
pending a definite decision. 

Mr. Blythe said he would have to consult 
the Revenue Commissioners and the 
Attorney-General before coming to a decision.

GREAT BRITAIN.

The Free State Railways. 

At the erd of last January—the month 
in which the Government, amalgamated 
tho Free State railways—the Ordinary 
Stock of the Great Southern Railway was 
valved at 354. Yesterday, on the Dublin 
Stock Exchange, it changed hands at 21}. 
The cause of this lamentable decline is 
obvious. Since the amalgamation the 
companies’ receipts have fallen at. 
the rate of £15,000 a week. As 
against vanishing income, they are 
saddled with a wages bill which is 
185 per cent. more than the figure for 
1915. The railway unions have refused to 
accept a five shillings “cut,” and no 
other means of a substantial reduction of 
working costs is in sight. At the end of 
this year, if matters pursue their present 
course, the amalgamated company must 
e uaust the Compensation Fund in order 
to pay a full dividend on the Preference 
Stocks, and there will be no dividend for 
the Ordinary shareholders. Clever men 
sometimes say foolish things, and the 
Minister for Industty and Commerce said 
a very foolish thing in Dail Kireann yes- 
terday when he suggested that the ¢ollapse 
of the Great Southern Company’s stock 
was the result of ‘adverse statements ’”’ 
by railway directors and politicians. The 
Stock Exchange knows nothing: of politics 
o- sentiment. It is influenced solely by 
facts and figures; and the present value 
of Free State railway shares is an abso- 
lutely accurate refiection of the amalga- 
mated company’s present value as a 
financial concern. In other words, the 
company’s position is almost desperate: 
it is threatened wit) imminent bank- 
rvptcy, and such bankruptcy would be. 
in a hundred ways, a calamity for the 
State. Yet Mr. McGilligan is not alarmed. 
We gather from his replies to Mr. Byrne's 
questions that the Government will make 
no statement on the railway crisis until a 
full year cf amalgamation has elapsed— 
until, in fact, the company stands 
publicly in default with its Ordinary 
shareholders, Surely the economic mind 
of the Free State Government is un- 
fathomable. Scl.emes which put Irish 
money into German and Belgian pockets, 
in exchange for remote benefits.to Ireland, 
are scrambled through Parliament with 
furious haste; but the impending doom 
of. the Irish railways and‘ of many 
thousands of Irish investors. seems to be 
regarded as a thing of no concern, If 
the crash comes, however, the Government 
will discover quickly that these hapless 
investors, like Samson, have brought down 
with them the State’s chief pillar—the 
national credit—and that the difficulty 
of raising loans for waver-power and beet- 
root will have increased enormously. We 
suspect that “ tactics ”—the desire to put 
all responsibility for drastic reforms on 
the companies’ shouldérs—have inspired 
the Government's polizy of apparent in- 
difference ; but, apart from the fact that 
it was the Government's own action which 
_put the companies into an untenable posi- 
tion, the crisis is far too serious to admit 
the luxury of “ tactics.” At this moment 
the Government has no clearer or more 
imperative duty then the saving of the 
railways, and a delay of six months cer- 
tainly would be fatal. It ought to initiate 
within the next fortnight a series ot con- 
and the railway unions.

France and Morocco. 


The French campaign against the Riffs 
in Morocco has reached an interesting, 
and, in some respects, a critical, stage. 
M. Painlevé, who is Minister for War 
in addition to being Premier of the 
Republic, decided suddenly on Tuesday to 
visit Marshal Lyautey in person, and left 
Paris for Toulouse on Tuesday afternoon. 
He flew thence to Morocco via Spain, and 
landed at Fez yesterday evening. 
Obviously, the position is causing some 
concern to the French Government. 
Domestic affairs are gathering to a crisis, 
and the military situation is rather 
obscure. Naturally enough, the French 
authorities in Morocco have imposed a 
strict censorship, and such reports as 
emanate from Riffan sources are 
highly coloured and clearly untrust- 
worthy. Certain general deductions, 
however, can be made. In the first 
place, Abdel Krim’s forces are con- 
siderably stronger than they were believed 
to Se when the fighting started. He seems 
to have no lack of good troops—regular 
as well as irregular. He has huge sup- 
plies of ammunition, which were captured 
from the Spaniards during racent years 
and were increased enormously by the 
seizure of Raisuli’s great stocks. Further- 
more, the Riffian troops enjoy a mobility 
which the French never could hope to 
attain. The. ration for a Riffian soldier 
is two loaves of barley bread per day. 
This bread, with his rifle and bag of cart- 
ridges, constitutes his only impedimenta, 
and the fact that his uniform is of almost 
negligible weight enables him to move 
from place to place with: astonishing 
speed. 

Again, Abdel Krim’s troops are experts 
in trench-digging. Apparently, they have 
European instructors who are believed to 
have deserted from the French Foreign 
Legion, and their trenches are extremely 
well made. In several cases after fortified 
positions had been shelled by 155 milli- 
metre howitzers the French discovered that 
their occupants had suffered hardly any 
losses, and that their moral had not been 
affected in the slightest degree by the 
bombardment. The Riffs have no fear. 
Indeed, the French have been on the 
defensive since the beginning of the cam- 
paign. They are unwilling to advance lest 
they drive Abdel Krim into Spanish terri- 
tory, and are unable to surround his 
elusive army. Actually, therefore, the 
Riffs are still on French soil. Their offen- 
sive operations in the nature of things are 
confined to irritating raids behind the 
French lines, which now extend for nearly 
one hundred miles; but their perfect 
knowledge of the terrain gives them a 
valuable advantage over their opponents. 
A few weeks ago Fez was in imminent 
danger. The situation in the capital of 
the French Protectorate was very delicate, 
as some of the inhabitants were inclined 
to seize the opportunity of making trouble. 
Fortunately, however, the French Govern- 
ment responded immediately to Marshal 
Lyautey's call for reinforcements, and the 
road to Fez was barred. Abdel Krim’s 
best ally was the element of surprise. 
Now that the French are prepared for 
him, his chances of reaching Fez are ex- 
tremely remote; but until he has been 
laid by the heels the Protectorate will not 
be safe. 

Everything depends now on the speed 
with which Marshal Lyautey can secure 
a decisive victory. 
man, and his ultimate aim is a general 
rising to sweep the French out of Morocco. 
He will stop at nothing to achieve it, and 
he will be helped by the enemies of France 
throughout the world, more especially by 
the Russian Bolsheviks. Moscow’s objec- 
tive is a Holy War in Islam. 
emissaries have been intriguing for the 
last few years in every corner of the 
Moslem world. They are active in Iraq, 
in Palestine, in Egypt, in Syria; and they 
may be trusted to encourage Abdel Krim 
to pursue his plans to the bitter end. 
France is in a very awkward position. 
Her finances are unsatisfactory; her 
internal problems are becoming more 
and more acute, and, despite the 
success of M. Briand’s mission to Geneva, 
her Government is anything but popular. 
The difficulties against which she has to 
contend in Morocco are complex and 
formidable ; yet she dare not depart from 
the policy which has been adopted. The 
French army in Morocco is fighting for the 
existence of the African Empire, just as 
the armies on the Western front fought 
for the existence of the Republic ten years 
ago. The loss of Morocco, or of any part 
of it, would be fatal. It would create a 
problem which would involve the interests 
of nearly every Power in Europe, and 
would be particularly unfortunate from the 
British point of view. Whatever happens 
at home, therefore, France has no alterna- 
tive in Morocco. She must crush Abdel 
Krim with the greatest possible despatch. 
Compromise is impossible; for the first 
sign of weakness on the part of France 
would plunge all Islam into turmoil.

The Women’s Missionary Association, 
which employs thirty-one agents in India 
and China, was _ represent by Mrs. H, 
McCleary, of Belfast, and Miss McCartney, a 
missionary to India. On the platform was 
also a representative of the Girls’ Missionary 
Auxiliary, Miss K A. Haslett, who addressed 
the Assembly. The remarkable growth of 
this organisation, which has now 7,000 mem- 
bers in 200 branches, is one of the most 
promising of recent developments in 
eer work abroad and at home.

The tot:! num- 
ber of the Church’s agents, men and women, 
in foreign lands is 78, or 1,108 if the native 
agents are added.

The report of a committee on systems of 
congregational finance, submitted yesterday 
morning by the Rev. M. Joss and Mr. 
John Williamson, aroused considerable in- 
terest. In many congregations of the 
Church what is known as the weekly free-will 
offering system has been adopted with great 
advantage to the finances. Under this 
system Church members declare at the 
beginning of each year how much a week 
they intend to contribute. In many con- 
gregations they allocate their subscriptions 
to the various schemes of the Church, local 
and foreign.

The Rev. John MacMillan submitted a 
statement on the Students' Bursary Fund. 
He poirted out that there were cases of 
young men, suitable in every way for the 
ministry, who were debarred by lack of 
means.

| AN IRISHMAN IN INDIA. 


PROBLEMS OF BRITISH RULE. 


(By Sin Worserey Haic, K.C.1.E.) 

Much has been written on the subject of 
political developments in India during the 
ast ten years, but the book now published 
b Sir Michael O'Dwyer is the most com- 

ete and accurate account of recent events 
in that country which has yet ge sa 

Sir Michael, who joined the Indian Civil 
Service in 1885, and did not finally leave 
India until 1920, has much to tell us of the 
life of a civil servant in that country—until 
lately a pleasant life enough, hard, but con. 
genial, work, not unmixed with a spice “of 
adventure, alternating with sport—and of the 
rural population of the Punjab and Ra)- 
ut this is not his whole purpose. 

is great abilities and his single-minded devo- 
tion to duty and to the interests of the 
people were eventually rewarded by the 
highest position to which a member of his 
service can ordinarily attain. ‘hat position, 
by the time he reached it, was unfortunately 
beset by difficulties and embittered by con- 
flicts which had their origin partly in the 
ambitions of a small but malevolent section 
of the people, but chiefly in the perversity 
of a Minister of the British Crown, who per- 
sisted in accepting this infinitesimal, but 
clamorous, minority as the representatives of 
the great mass of the people. 

This perversity was one of the contributory 
causes of the Punjab Rebellion of 1919, a 
deplorable. outbreak which was ee by 
the orders of the Government of India, who 
insisted upon drastic measures and promised 
to those to whom their execution was en- 
trusted their countenance and support. The 
promise was not fulfilled. The officers who 
had saved the Punjab—perhaps, the whole 
of India—from dire MR. x were abandoned 
to the wrath of the Secretary of State, who 
sacrificed them in a futile attempt to con- 
ciliate a small gang of extremists. They fared 
ill, but they would have fared worse but 
for Sir Michael O’Dwyer’s efforts on their 
behalf.

The fallacy on which the Indian policy of 
the Coalition was based was the assumption 
that forms of government which commend 
themselves to Western peoples necessarily 
possess some intrinsic excellence which must 
render them universally acceptable. What 
the English politician invariably ignores is the 
illiteracy of the Indian masses. Of a popula- 
tion of 320 millions, only two millions, at the 
most, have even a smattering of English, and 
a knowledge of or desire for democratic in- 
stitutions is confined to those who have re- 
ceived an English education. The politician 
assumes that the enlightened and plausible 
gentleman whom he meets in London or in the 
course of a winter tour in India represents 
the peoples of India, and_ expresses their 
aspirations in his faultless English. Nothing 
could be further from the truth. Democracy. 
may be a good enough thing for those who 
like it, but it must be admitted to be im- 
possible in a country in which 98 per cent, 
of the people neither have nor desire to have 
any voice in its government. the phrase, 
‘‘ good government is no substitute for self- 
government,” is not an eternal truth: it is a 
mere expression of a politician 's opinion. 

The Indian peasant does not ask for self- 
government; he asks for good government, 
which he has enjoyed at the hands of his 
British friends, and which he knows he will not 
receive from a small clique of men of his own 
colour who haye no community of interest 
with him and despise him as a boor. He 
does not object to being governed by a small 
cligarchy, but he demands that the oligarchy 
shall be just and sympathetic, and he knows 
where to look for justice and sympathy. The 
Hindu will not be governed by the Muslim, 
or the Muslim by the Hindu. The Brahman 
will not submit to the husbandman, and the 
husbandman will not trust the Brahman. 
The “ untouchable '' outcaste, taught by bitter 
experience, dreads the domination of those 
of his own colour. ‘* Hence the significant 
and pathetic episode at the Prince of Wales's 
entry into Delhi in 1921, when a deputation 
of hundreds of these hapless classes barred 
his way, and begged him not to withdraw 
from them the protection of British rule.”

It was admitted by all, even by the 
doctrinaire Secretary of State, that the masses 
were content under British rule; and they 
might well have been left in peace. Were 
there so few urgent and intricate problems 
crying for solution that one must be added to 
their number? Apparently so; for the con- 
tentment of India, branded as ‘‘ pathetic,” 
was ruthlessly disturbed. 

Sir Michael O'Dwyer correctly describes the 
effects of this measure, which may be briefly 
summarised. The people regard the with- 
drawal of British protection as a betrayal of 
their interests. The agitators, to whom those 
interests have been committed, and at whose 
instance the step was taken, denounce the 
reforms as a sham and declare that they will 
wreck them. In two provinces they have 
already brought the administration under the 
reforms to a stand-still. Who, then, are the 
gainers?’ The reforms are fraught with 
disaster for all.

What is the remedy for this deplorable 
situation? Sir Michael O'Dwyer challenges 
the conclusions of a book published last year 
under the title of ' The Lost Dominion,’’ and 
asserts that, in spite of our efforts to lose it, 
the Dominion is not yet lost. ‘* Nor need it 
be, provided we make un our minds to ‘dis- 
charge our responsibility—to do what we have 
promised the peoples of India to do and what 
they look to us to do.” For a definition of 
that responsibility he goes to another great 
Irishman, John Lawrence. ‘‘ We are here bv 
our own moral superiority, by the force of 
circumstances and the will of Providence. 
These alone constitute our charter of govern- 
ment, and in doing the best we can for the 
prone we are bound by our conscience, not 
y theirs.” 

These are bold words, but so long as they 
shaped our policy India was contented an 
happy. It was not until we substituted for 
the ideal which they enshrine a policy based 
on catchwords coined by phrase-makers who 
conceive that in their sorry trade consists the 
whole art of government that the country was 
plunged into confusion and internecine sirife.

CANON ALFRED E. BOR. 

At St. Canice’s Library, Kilkenny, the 
Rev. Alfred EF. Bor, Canon of St Canice’s 
Cathedral and sometime Archdeacon of 
Leighlin, died on Tuesday, at the age of 65 
years.

THE REV. THOMAS GOOD. B.D. 


i We regret to announce that the Rev. 
Thomas Good, B.D., late Rector of Sandford 
Parish, Dublin, died on Tuesday last at his 
eanna Bothwell, Cowper Gardens, Duh- 
in. 

During his long connection with the Parish 
of Sandford, Mr. Good was well-known in 
the Church life of Dublin. He was ordained 
Ty the Ministry in the year 1866 by the 
Bishop of London, and his first work was 
under the Church Missionary Society in Cev- 
lon, where he laboured for over eight years.

THE BOUNDARY COMMISSION. 


69 FLEET STREET, LONDON, 
Wepnespay NiGur. 

The Colonial Secretary was asked in the 
House of Commons this afternoon whether 
he could state when the report of the 
Irish Boundary Commission was expected. 
Mr. Amery’s answer was simple in the 
extreme; for it consisted of one word— 
“ No.” There was not a single supple- 
mentary question, and interest in the work 
of the Boundary Commission has declined 
so much that the question and answer 
passed almost unnoticed. 


Conservative Tactics. 


It was a trying night for the Opposition | 


and the Liberals last night, but the Con- 
servatives were able to endure it with 
comparative tranquillity, because all those 
taking part in the numerous divisions 
knew that they would be getting a respite 
to-night or to-morrow, while the Socialists 
and the Liberals would have to keep on 
working. The plan of the Conservatives 
working in shifts is the idea of Com- 
mander Eyres Monsell, and, naturally, it 
does not appeal to the other parties in 
the House. The Liberals are so resentfu! 
that the Conservatives should be able to 
manage so comfortably that Captain 
Wedgwood Benn and his followers are 
anxious to secure a call over of members 
every day, thus compelling all members to 
put in an appearance directly after the 
question hour. The Liberals claim that 
every member should be in attendance at 
the House, no matter what the Whips 
may decide, and that the party Whips are 
without authority to give members leave to 
stay away from Westminster. 


A Call Over. 


The Liberal claim, however, is more than 
a little preposterous ; for there has been 
no call over of the House of Commons for 
something approaching a century, and thie 
party would have to obtain the consent of 
the House before anything in the nature 
of a call over could be taken. If a call 
over should be decided, it is usual, say the 
Parliamentary authorities, to give at least 
a week's or ten days’ notice. On the da) 
fixed the names of members are called, the 
Clerk taking down the names of those who 
are present, and during the evening the 
call is taken again. Members not present 
are summoned to attend on a future day, 
and, if they do not then attend and fa:l 


| to make a valid excuse, they may be sen: 


to the Clock Tower. This résumé of the 
proceedings makes it fairly obvious that 
the Liberal idea will not be received wit}, 
favour either by the Government or the 
Opposition.

On the Terrace. 


The House of Commons is generally sup- 
posed to be an extremely well conducted 
club, and members to be in the happy 
position of obtaining anything which they 
may desire in reason. The terrace in these 
days of brilliant sunshine rather carries 
out that idea; for teas with strawberries 
and cream are now in full swing, and 
some sixty pounds of the delightful berry 
were consumed this afternoon, when the 
charge was one and sixpence per portion, 
or about twopence per berry. The price 
is onlv a detail, however, to the crowds of 
beautifully dressed women who enjoy tea 
on the terrace as a social function. — Ices, 
so common everywhere in the hot weather, 
seem to be lacking in the House, and to- 
day, when the temperature was almost 
rocketing, the suggestion that ices might 
be available somewhere in the building 
outside the dining rooms, caused consider- 
able surprise to the staff. 


The Lace Trade. 


Nottingham is said cordially to support 
the intention of the Government to impose 
a duty on imported lace and embroidery. 
At the moment there are some thousands 
of men and women out of work in the 
c.cv and its suburbs, and the news has 
once agin raised hopes that there may be 
a resuscitation of the British lace manu- 
facturing interests. Many thousands of 
pounds’ worth of delicate machinery is 
lying idle, since there is nothing to occupy 
it, and thousands of operatives who have 
served long apprenticeships for an in- 
dustry requiring great technical skill have 
left the trade for other employment. It 
will be useless, however, if the trade 
secures protection and then finds that the 
demand for lace is dead. The Queen and 
the leaders of society generally have done 
their utmost to secure popularity for lace 
wear, but the result does not appear te 
have been very striking. As a matter ol 
fact, the demand for lace is on the down 
grade at present, and whether it can be 
revived is more than a little doubtful. 


Ascot Fashions. 


If the present spell of sunshine last 
over next week, the scene at Ascot is likely 
to eclipse anything previously seen there. 
Dressmakers and milliners have been busy 
for some time on orders for next week, 
and these have greatly increased during 
the past few days. Vivid colours are to 
distinguish feminine fashions this summer, 
and no hue in the rainbow or out of it 
will be too bright for a sunny Ascot. One 
purchaser of an Ascot frock from a very 
exclusive dressmaker in the West End 


was tempted by the sunshine to wear the

A LONELY SPOT. 

All the ;assengers were pinned beneath 
it and five were killed instantly, Mr.

Of the other passengers in 
the char-a-banc, about twenty in number, 
many were injured. The driver was also 
injured. 

The scene of the accident is at an 
isolated spot on the Yorkshire moors, but 
assistance was quickly forthcoming, nurses 
and doctors being rushed from Skipton. 

Mr. Hartley, husband of Mrs. Hartley, 
who was killed, was riding on the running 
board of the char-a-banc, and jumped off 
as it dashed down the hill. Seeing the 
char-a-bane crash, he waded up the stream 
to the spot where it had alighted, only 
to tind that his wife was among the killed. 

A pathetic circumstance of his bereave- 
ment is that his daughter was married 
only last Saturday, and is spending her 
honeymoon in London. 

Only four persons escaped unhurt. The 
injured were conveyed to Skipton Hospital, 
and were ‘ast evening progressing satis- 


[-etorily, none of the cases being re- 


carded as serious. 


MR. HARTLEY'S STORY. 

Mr. Hartley, who was interviewed last 
night, said that the char-a-banc stopped 
almost at the crown of the hill, and the 
driver asked someone to put a stone under 
the hind wheel, 

“I did so,” said Mr. Hartley, “ and the 
driver himself dismounted and began to 
pay some attention to the foot brake. 
After he had done so he said, ‘ That’s all 
right.’ He jumped back on to the char-a- 
bane and started it off. 

‘Everybody was sitting inside except 
myself. was riding on the running 
bonrd, and when the car got out of control 
I saw it crash through the 
bridge. I rushed to the spot, and found 
pessengers underneath the overturned car 
an. moaning. They could not be helped 
until large stones on top of the car had 
Keen removed and a portion of the 
damaged vehicle itself taken away.” 


BERLIN BOURSE SLUMP.

MR. CAIRNES “COMES 
BACK” AFTER 18 YEARS. 


i” will not be a Portrush final for the 
Irish Open Championship after all— 
it will be fought to-day between Mr. 
H. M. Cairnes (Portmarnock) and Mr. 
C. W. Robertson (Delgany). 

No one had the least doubt regarding 
the ability of Mr. H. M. Cairnes to play 
golf good enough to pull him through the 
third day's play ; for not even the great Mr, 
John Ball, or the little less more famous 
Mr. Harold Hilton, can claim a more ex- 
tensive knowledge of the game than the 
veteran of Portmarnock. The only doubt 
that arose, with those who have been follow- 
ing the fortunes of the players, concerned 
his staying powers; for Mr. Cairnes won 
the event as far back as 1907, and the 
conditions were very trying. 

Opposed to Mr. Cairnes was a dashing 
Portrush golfer, many years his junior— 
Mr. Waddell, who learned his golf on the 
classic links of St. Andrews. 

Mr. Waddell went for the extra long 
ball every time in the semi-final, and as 
often as not found the rough. To stray 
from the straight path at any of the holes 
on this grand links is to court disaster.

COUNTRY REVELLINGIN 
HEAT WAVE.

The present spell of fine weather is 
entitled to be described as a heat wave. 
Yesterday in Dublin the sun shone from a 
cloudless sky for twelve and a half hours, 
and the maximum shade temperature was 75. 
The official reading, however, is not taken 
in a city street, where the thermometer 
yesterday afternoon touched 80. At ten 
o'clock last night the temperature was 62, 
the highest night reading this year. 

Since last Saturday, when the heat wave 
may fairly be said to have set in, Dublin 
has enjoyed fifty-eight hours’ bright sunshine 
The barometer has risen slightly every day 
from 20.21 to 30.48, with a slight breeze from 
the east. There is every indication of the 
continuance of the fine spell. 

Our Cork Correspondent telegraphed last 
night:—At 4.15 this afternoon the tempera- 
tures in Cork were 80 in the shade and 104 
in the sun. On the previous day the readings 
were 77 and 100 respectively. 

A noticeable feature of the summer is the 
decline in popular favour of the straw hat. 
Our London Correspondent wrote last week 
that there was scarcely one to be seen this 
vear, In Dublin there are a few, some of 
which bear the stamp of age. Hatters say 
that there is virtually no demand, men pre- 
ferring the light, and, it must be admitted, 
infinitely nore comfortable, felt hat. 

The heat wave is general throughout the 
British Isles.

This afternoon the Free State Senate 
will get to grips with the divorce problem. 
In February, 1924, the Joint Committee 
vo. Standing Orders reported that the pro- 
cedure in connection with bills of divorce 
was ‘‘ unsatisfactory from every point of 
view,” and asked for a definite ruling 
concerning the conditions on which bills 
carrying the right to re-marry should be 
received. The Senate will discuss that 
report to-day. 

TWO MOTIONS. 

In addition to the Committee's report the 
House will be asked to consider the following 
motions:— — 

(1) By Senator Douglas :— 

“That in the opinion of the Seanad the 
object desired by the Dail in its Message of 
the 12th February would 5e best achieved by 
the adoption by both Houses of the Oireach- 
tas of the following resolution ;—‘ That the 
Joint Committee on Standing Orders relative 
to private business be requested to 
submit additional Standing Orders  regu- 
lating the procedure to be adopted in connec- 
tion with private bills relating to matri- 
monial matters, including a Standing Order 
or Orders which will prevent bills of divorce 
a vinculo matrimonu from being deemed to 
have been introduced under Standing Order 
55, and which will provide that such bills 
must be read a first time in each House 
befo.s they are further proceeded with in 
the Seanad.’ That a Message be sent to the 
Dail requesting its concurrence in this resolu- 
tion in place of that proposed in its Message 
of the 12th Februarv.”’ 

(2) By Senator Mrs. Wyse Power :— 

“That the Joint Committee on Standing 
Orders relati to private business be re- 
quested to sulmit additional Standing 
Urders regulating the procedure to be 
adopted in connection with private bills re- 
lating to matrimonial] matters other than bills 
of divorce a vinculo matrimoni, and to pro- 
pose such alterations in the Standing Orders 
as will prevent the introduction of bills of 
divorce a vrinculo matrimonu." 

This second motion, it should be pointed 
out, is identical with that moved by Presi- 
dent Cosgrave, passed by the Dail, and ruled 
out of order by Lord Glenavy in the Senate 
last February. In the circumstances, the 
purpose of the mover is somewhat obscure, 

If the motion is ruled out of order again, 
the Chairman's decision may, at the request 
of a specified number of Senators, become the 
subject of an investigation by the Standing 
Orders Committee. This Committee recently 
recommended that rulings involving an inter- 
pretation of the Constitution should be 
referred to it for examination and report. 

HOW DIFFICULTY ARISES. 

The Committee's report on this question is 
set down for consideration by the Senate to- 
day, and it is precisely because of its. position 
on the order paper that a difficulty may arise 
in regard to Mrs. Wyse Power’s motion, The 
report is the last business on the agenda. 

here is no doubt that it will be adopted, 
but the interesting point is that Mrs. Wyse 
Power's motion wil] have been disposed of 
beforehand. Lord Glenavy last evening 
indeed pointed out that he did not intend to 
change the order of the business. 

All things considered, to-day'’s debate 
promises to be one of exceptional interest, 
and the proceedings will, doubtless, attract as 
big an attendance of the general public as has 
ever been seen in the Chamber.

FAMOUS AMERI@AN 
SURGEON'S WORK.

Two special steamers are arriving this 
morning in Dublin with the first section 
of the doctors from the United States 
and Canada- members of the Inter-State 
Post-Graduate Assembly—on board. The 
party left Liverpool last night for North 
Well, 88 travelling on the Lady Limerick, 
of the British and Irish Steamship Com- 
pany, and 2308 on the ss.

A GREAT WORK. 

Dr. Charles Mayo, whose arrival was post- 

ned until to-day, is the leader of the party, 
President of the Inter-State Post-Graduate 
Assembly, and also President of the American 
College of Surgeons. The public is familiar 
with the fact that the. two brothers, Drs. 
William and Charles Mayo, Organised at 
Rochester, Minnesota, what is probably the 
most famous surgical and medical clinic in 
the world. The pulation of Rochester is, 
roughly, about 8,000; yet in the year 1920 no 
fewer than 60,000‘ patients—eight times the 
population—were treated in the clinie by a 
staff numbering over 300 surgeons and 
assistants. 

This splendid institute has been built up 
by the brothers Mayo in thirty years, The 
» fines and several other leading American 
surgeons have insisted upon the necessity for 
travel in connection with medical science, and 
by seeing the work of others and by the 
exercise of well-balanced judgment have im- 
ported into their own domiciles everything 
that is best in the world’s surgery. 

Dr. William Mayo was created an Honorary 
Fellow cf the Academy of Medicine on his 
visit to Dublin a few years ago, and also 
received an honorary degree irom Dublin 
University; and Dr. Charlies Mayo is to be 
similarly honoured by Dublin University at 
the end of the present month. 

THE FAMILY DOCTOR. 

Dr. Mayo has been drawing attention in 
London to the fact that there has been too 
much specialism, and that the family doctor 
and the general practitioner are the bedrock 
of the professional stability. In this respect 
it is worth recalliag the statement made by 
Sir William de Courcy Wheeler, one of 
Dublin's four honorary members of the 
American College of Surgeons, who, address- 
ing the American College in 1923, pointed out 
how general practitioners in Ireland had 


} played the game during those days—and

AGREEMENT. QN CERTAIN 
BASIC PRINCIPLES, 


BRITISH PREMIER'S 
STATEMENT. 


> 


Sir R. Hamilton, in the House of Commons, 
yesterday, asked the Prime Minister whether 
the French semi-official version of the pro- 
posed Security Pact, published in the Press, 
correctly represented the arrangement agreed 
to by Great Britain. 

Mr. Baldwin—I can fully understand the 
desire of the House to have the earliest oppor- 
tunity of discussing this question. [I have 
already undertaken, in reply to a question, 
that a statement shall be made by the Secre- 
tary for Foreign Affairs when he returns to 
this country. Meantime, I would ask the 
House to exercise patience, in the full assur- 
ance that no Security Pact has yet been signed, 
or will be concluded without the House being 
given an opportunity for full discussion. 

Meanwhile, in view of serious goal 
sions in the public mind, I may say that the 
position up te date is this—that the British 
and French Governments, after careful exam- 
ination of the proposals of the French Govern- 
ment of the bh of February, have reached 
complete agreement on certain basic principles, 
to which any such settlement must conform, 
and on which there is every reason to anti- 
cipate adhesion by Belgium and Italy. It is 
understood that these views will be communi- 
cated by the French Government to the 
Jerman Government, and if the German 
Government ‘see their way to share 
them, the way will then be 
opened for mutual negotiations, to secure a 
Pact between the Allied Governments in- 
terested in the Rhineland and Germany on a 
footing of equality. 

The settlement goon grog is of strigtly 
a bi-lateral character, and is not one-sided, as 
would be inferred from certain Press reports 
that have appeared. The view of both the 
French and German Governments is that the 
settlement must be such as will give the 
fullest possible security to the signatory 
Powers, so long as they abide by their Treaty 
obligations. On the other hand, it cannot be 
invoked by any guilty Fower to protect it 
from the consequence of a wilful breach of its 
Treaty obligations, As soon as the French 
Government's reply is despatched to Germany 
I would propose to communicate it to Parlia- 
ment. 

Lieutenant - Commander Kenworthy — Does 
the Pact only refer to the Rhinelands, or is 
there any mention of Germany's Eastern 
frontiers or frontiers in Eastern Europe 
generally? 

Mr, Baldwin—I think that subject had 
better be discussed when the document has 
been received and the Foreign Secretary re- 
turns. When it is seen, it will be found that 
the document differs in no respect from what 
has already been stated in this House by the 
Foreign Secretary. I am afraid that the 
Foreign Secretary will not be back antil 
Thursday next week. Whether it will: be 
possible to have a debate on the Friday I do 
not know.

CHILDREN.

"The most extraordinary document that | 
have ever seen, was the description of Mr. 
Justice Lawrence in the Chancery Division, 
London, yesterday, of the will of the late 
Sir John David Rees, Bart. 

Sir John entered the Roman Catholic 
Church shortly before his marriage in 1891, 
and his son, Sir Richard Lodowick Rees, was 
baptised a Roman Catholic. In his will, made 
in August, 1904, however, Sir John inserted 
a forfeiture clause directed against any person 
entitled under the will to a share in his 
residuary estate who should profess the 
Roman Catholic religion, and declared it to 
be his wish that his.son and daughter might 
be entirely free of Roman Catholic influence, 
such as priests, schoolmasters, governesses 
and the like of that persuaion. 

Under these circumstances the trustees «f 
the will asked the Court to declare whether 
the present Baronet, Sir Richard Rees, was 
entitled to be paid the income from the half 
share of his father’s residuary estate—about 
£74,000—given him by the will. 

In an affidavit Sir Richard stated that he 
was confirmed as a Protestant at Eton Col- 
lege. Except that he sometimes attended 
Roman Catholic Services with, and to please, 
his mother, he had not professed the Roman 
Catholic religion, and had no intention of 
doing soe 

Giving ,judgment, his lordship said that 
after the date of the will the children were, 
to the knowledge of the testator, brought up 
as Roman Catholics with Roman Catholic 
governesses and nurses. Yet the testator in 
his will said that they were to be entirely 
removed from Roman Catholic influence. He 
could not read the will as a crue] joke on the 
two children. In his opinion, the present 
baronet had not practised or professed the 
Roman Catholic religion within the meaning 
of the forfeiture clause.

£50,000 PICTURE DEAL. 


REMBRANDT PORTRAIT FOR 
AMERICA? 

Sir Joseph Duveen, of Messrs. Duveen, 
the famous art dealers, of London and 
New York, has purchased for £50,000 the 
Rembrandt recently discovered by Mr. 
A. F. Reyre, of Old Bond street. The 
picture has the reputation of being an 
authentic portrait of the artist by himeelf, 
and, according to some experts, is superior 
to the portrait which for a century has 
been in the Dresden Gallery. Sir Joseph 
Duveen returned to London from New 
York only on Tuesday. 

The portrait originally belonged to the 
Hon. Mr. Wood, son of Lord Halifax, and 
was for many years at Temple Newsom, 
Yorks. Mr. Wood disposed of it to a 
dealer, from whom it was purchased by 
Mr. Reyre nearly two years ago.

ARMY INTELLIGENCE

Cbjection was raised by prosecuting 
counsel to the publication of the names 
of ‘ntelligence officers.

Costello denied that he 
had furnished money for Murray's journey 
abroad, or had any part in arranging it.

PRISONER’S LETTERS. 


DRUMHEAD COURTMARTIAL 
SUGGESTION. : 


The. letters, apparentiy addressed by the 
prisoner to Colonel Costello, were read by 
Mr. Carrigan, K.C. (who conducted the pro- 
secution) at the close of the Colonel's evi- 
dence: and when the reading was finished, 
the witness denied emphatically the sugges- 
tions and statements in the letters. 

The letter of 25/1/'24, contained the fol- 
lowing to “M.':— 

“1 have been speaking to our friend, and 
I am greatly surprised at your attitude re- 
garding the proposal which I outlined in my 
last communication. However, I have de- 
cided to. put the thing through on my own. 
If I don't make some statement about it to 
rectify matters I will be a hunted man all 
my life. You have done nothing to settle 
things—-you don't even intercede for an 
interview—and conséquently I have to with- 
draw my pledge of obedience to your orders. 
This does not mean that I am going to iet 
you down, but it does mean that I am going 
to use every effort to effect an understanding 
with the Government. Regarding your pro- 
posal to cross the Atlantic, I treat it with 
the contempt it deserves, as I look on it as 
an attempt to quietly get me out of the way. 
I am the only one paying the penalty and 
am entitled to take such action as I think 
necessary as long as I don't let anyone down. 
You are not asserting yourself as you shvuuld., 
and [ am sorry you are lefling it wear you 
down. Pull yourself together and don’t let 
the situation overawe you, --Sincerely yours, 

“Jimmy.” 

The following was written in a letter of 
3/11/24 :- 

‘Dear C.—Because of certain § circwn- 
stances over which 1 have no control I have 
been obliged tc cut short my tour of the 
Southern hemisphere, and as the period of 
one year for which you fequested me to 
remain absent has almost expired, I would 
like to have an interview with you. I pur- 
pose visiting Dublin, and I can assure vou it 
would be for our mutual advantage to 
arrange an interview and we can clear up 
the whole situation.--Yours sincerely,

Having expressed these 
views, I think it would be a very good thing 
if you met me on this side any time at your 
own conveniences and discussed the matter 
fully, exploring every channel which might be 
useful towards fixing the thing up. As I am

“You will understand that I do not wish to

difficult position. Beíore seeing you 1 would 
like to be in possession of the following in- 
formation :—What is the M.D.’s attitude and 
at is ‘ R.'s ' attitude?

TRAGIC DEATH OF A 
LABOUR MEMBER.

Mr. James Wignal], Labour M.P. for 
Forest of Dean, died with tragic suddenness 
pre my He addressed a meeting of the 
Sheds arty in one of the Committee rooms 
of the House of Commons in the morning, 
and afterwards visited the Standing Commit- 
tee on the Criminal Justice Bill for a few 
moments, when he appeared to be overcome 
by the extreme heat. Obviously distressed, 
he walked out of the room, and, on reaching 
the corridor. he immediaely colla bi ee 
was attended by two medical members of the 
House, and removed in an ambulance to 
Westminster Hospital, where he died at five 
o'clock, from the effects of a heart attack. 

Mr. Wignall, who was 69, was a native 
of Swansea, of which borough he was a 
Justice of the Peace. He was a son of a 
soldier, and, after working as a copper sheet 
roller. he became trade univn organiser for 
the Transport and General Workers’ Union 
in 1890, and was elected Labour member for 
Forest of Den at the 1918 election. 

At the last general election he held the 
Forest of Dean seat with a majority of over 
1,300. The poll was:—James Wigns!! (Lab.), 
11,048; Mr. W. Beaumont (C.), 9,739. 

His last speech was an eloquent one in 
favour of Imperial preference. He paid 
greater attention to Empire subjects than 
the majority of the Labour members, and 
was one of the delegation which went to 
Australia to investigate Labour complaints 
as to the treatment which settlers there were 
receiving. 

Mr. Wignall’s son was singing on the con- 
cert platform in Australia when he received 
the news of his mother’s death. The shock 
was so great that he turned blind. He has 
lately been in hospital in Perth, Western 
Australia. One day, in an access of emotion, 
he burst into tears, which were soon arrested, 
however, when he discovered that his sight 
had been restored.

EUROPEAN PEACE. 


THE CHANCES OF THE 
PACT. 


- 


In a leading article dealing with the im- 
portant pact negotiations which Mr. Austen 
Chamberlain has been pursuing, (Ae J'imes 
observes:— There is no pact as yet, though 
there may be @ pact soon, if all goes well. 
The British Government is not yet com- 
mitted to any kind of guarantee. The re- 
ors that the agreement reached by Mr. 
thamberlain and M. Briand at Geneva con- 
tains a definite pledge on the part of Great 
Britain to defend the frontiers of France and 
Belgium with all her forces against German 
aggression are misleading, and at the pre- 
sent important stage simply do harm. Great 
Britain and France agreed this week on the 
basic principles of a reply that the French 
Government is to make to Germany. It is 
the German proposals of February 9th for 
an all-round guarantee of the Western 
frontiers that are now in question. These 
Ea may on to be of very great 
elp in the difficult search for European 
peace, and for that reason they were wel- 
comed from the first by the British Govern- 
ment. 

A very big thing is being done. On the 
initiative, as it must be frankly admitted, 
of the German Government, the oppor- 
tunity has ben given to place the 
whole question of peace and security 
in Europe on a new basis. It is difficult for 
all concerted to rise above the endless con- 
troversies provoked by the clauses and the 
consequences of the Peace Treaties. Europe 
may wither away into extinction, 
scope only for the play of destructive forces 
so long as the dispute continues. It is 
absolutely necessary, if Europe is to go on 
living, that some additional basis of inter- 
national intercourse should be established. 
lt is not a question of reversing the Treaties 
—that is a very uncertain and risky enter- 
prse—it is a question of providing new 
channels for intercourse between the most 
powerful nations of Europe; between those 
nations, in fact, on whose reasoned co-opera- 
tion the future of European civilisation de- 
pends. These nations in recent years came 
very near to wrecking their common achieve- 
ment by war. . They may wreck it still 
unless they unite in a sincere purpose to 
guarantee the peace. 

The British Dominions will, undoubtedly, 
sympathise with this effort to establish real 

ce. They are already far more heavily 
committed by their signature of the Peace 
Treaties. _They may, or may not, participate 
formally in this supplementary pact if it 
comes to fruition. Their liberty is, of 


upon Great Britain, the heart of the Empire, 
to take every possible precaution, and to 
engage in every serious movement to affirm 
real peace and security near her 
frontiers.

ITHOUT a division yesterday, the 


Free State Senate passed the 
Shannon Electricity Bill through the Com- 
mittee stage. No amendment of im port- 
ance was passed. 

Sir John Purser Griffith made the 
rather startling suggestion that the Minis- 
ter should have power to utilise not only 
the waters of the Shannon, but of every 
other river in the country, for the purpose 
of generating electricity. 

He said that he had no faith in the 
Siemens-Schuckert plans, but he believed 
that the bill should be made a truly 
national measure, because there was very 
little hope of electricity undertakings 
being started by private enterprise. 

Mr. McGilliean refused to accept the 
suggestion, which, he said, would provide 
material for another bill. 

During the discussion of the Fisheries 
Bill the Earl of Kerry called attention to 
the harm that is done by poachers who 
poison rivers, and said that on the Com- 
mittee stage he would move an amendment 
to deal with it. 

In the Dail the chief business was the 
Committee stage of the Finance Bill, 
Major Cooper tried to induce the Minister 
to define articles of wearing apparel and 
furniture on which an import duty must 
be paid, but Mr. Blythe refused to accept 
a list. 

The minimum Customs charge of half-a- 
crown on dutiable articles and the statisti- 
cal tax were denounced as a handicap to 
trade, but the Minister refused to make 
any change,

THE POISONING OF RIVERS. 

On the motion for the second reading of the 
Fisheries Bill, Mr. Lynch. the Minister for 
Fisheries, explained the objects of the bill, 
as he had previously done in the Dail. 

The Ear! of Kerry congratulated the Mims- 
ter upon the bill, which he hoped would do 
much to improve the condition of the 
fisheries. He observed that, under Section 
13, every Board of Conservators was em: 
powered to strike a rate on all fish¢tries within 
their district rated for the relief of the poor. 
He knew many fisheries that were not rated 
at all, and he thought it would be a good 
thing if every fishery paid its quota for 
conservation work. I 

He should’ like “sdfie provision to be in- 
cluded in the bill to cope with the river 
poisoning, which was a most deadly form of 
poaching. Poisoning was particularly 
dangerous in small rivers, which were the 
nurseries of salmon and sea trout. 

The poisoning of one river often affected 
the fish in a neighbouring river, especially the 
small fry, and in that way a great deal of 
harm was done. It was extremely hard to 
catch the actual poisoner, and the persons 
-who took*the dead fish the following morning 
escaped into the country and sold it. He 
hoped to move an amendment on the Com- 
mittee stage. 

£480,000 A YEAR. 

. Mr. Love said that he was in agreement 
with all that had been said by the Earl of 
Kerry. The great. point that he insisted on 
waa the necessity for preserving the spawn. 
They had been told by the Minister that the 
value of the fresh water fish exported last 
vear was £240,000. He (Mr. Love) believed 
that if the fisheries were efficiently preserved 
their value could be doubled. 

Mr. S. Brown described the bill as a very 
good one, but one also that was capable of 
some improvement. 

Mr. Lynch, in reply to Senators criticisms, 
pointed ‘out that he had full power to make, 
amend or revoke by-laws at any time. He did 
not agree at all with the suggestion 
that the Boards of Conservators should be 
abolished, and as they had these Boards thev 
should place on them the responsibility of 
obtaining the finances for fish conservation 
as well as for administration. 

As to the increase of the licence on salmon 
rods, he did not think that that increase was 
inequitable or that it would inflict a hardship 
on anybody, The rod fisherman was first of 
all a sportsman, and if he sold his catch it 
was only because he was poor. In talking 
of the increase from £1 to £2, they should 
bear in mind that the price of salmon had 
increased within the last few years. 

The bill was read a second time. 
SHANNON BILL. 
MINISTER’S EXPLANATION OF A 

PHRASE. 

On the Committee stage of the | 
Eléctricity Bill, Mr. M‘Gilligan, the Minister 
of Industry and Commerce, said that iu the 
report of the proceedings at the second read 
ing of the bill a phrase referring to “ collusion 
between the contractors and the civil en 
gineers”™ appeared as having been used by 
him. He hai been asked to give evidence of 
that charge. He wished to say now that he 
had no evidence whatever of collusion be- 
tween contractors and engineers. Tite €- 
pression he meant to use was " collaboration 
of engineers and contractors,” and he had 
nothing else in his mind at the time. He 
wished simply to say that he made no charge 
of collusion of any sort. 

Thg discussion of amendments tabled by 
Senators was then begun 

PROPOSED EXTENSION OF POWERS. 

Sir John Griffith moved an alteration in 
the wording of Section 2 The section 
authorises the Minister to Loe 
production and generation of electricity by 
means of hydraulic power derived from the 
waters of the River Shannon, and the dis- 
tribution and supply of the electricity so pro- 
duced.” Sir John proposed that the clause 
be altered to read—‘ The production and 
veneration of electricity by means of hy draulic 
power derived from the waters of the River 
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‘Shannon or other natural resources of the 
tate.”

His object, he ed, was to try to 


make the present bill a national bill. He. 


wasentitely o to the Siemens-Schuchert 
scheme, but he liev that there was 
urgent need for developing the electrical re- 
sources of the Free State to the greatest 
extent and in the most economic and efficient 
manner possible, All the water powers of 
the State were of such importance that he 
believed that the State should take supreme 
control of them. 

His experience was that they could hope 
for very little from private enterprise, and 
for that reason he was very anxious that -he 
Government should seek powers to deal with 
all the different sources of power scattered 
broadcast throughout the country. 

UESTION OF ORDER. 

Mr. J. -‘T. O'Farrell said the. amendment 
should be ruled out of order, as its passage 
would enormously increase the radius of the 
bill, and would give the Minister powers,cer- 
tainly never intended, and which the money 
resolution did not provide for. 

The Chairman said he had been looking 
inte this amendment which s materially 
affected the scope of the bill. He was not 
prepared to rule it out of order in view of 
the procedure which enabled the Senate to 
enlarge the scope of any bill, provided the 
subject matter was akin to the subject matter 
of the bill. 

Colonel Moore supported the amendment, 
and Mr, O'Farrell advocated its rejection, 

Mr. Gogarty dpposed the amendment, as 
its effect would be to delay the development 
of the sugar beet and other industries. 

Mr. Bagwell said that he was opposed to 
the amendment, as it meant an extension of 
the principle of the intrusion of the Govern- 
ment into commercial affairs. 

Mr. MacGilligan, the Minister, opposed the 
amendment, which, he said, provided sufh- 
cient matter for a new bill. Such a measure 
would come far earlier than some people 
were inclined to think. 

The amendment was lost. 

EXTENSION OF NOTICE. 

In section 4, under which the Minister 
takes power to enter certain lands or pre- 
mises on giving one month's notice, Sir John 
Keane moved that the notice be three months 
instead of ne month. It might be said 
that a dwellinghouse would have to be taken, 
and that the inhabitants should have to turn 
out. They might not be able to find alterna- 
tive accommodaticn within a month. or 

Mr. MacGilligan said that he was willing 
to accept an amendment giving three months 
in the case of dwellinghouses, and the clause, 
with that amendment, was allowed to stand 
part of the bill. . 

Sir John Keane moved an amendment to 
Section 5, providing for a revision of the 
compensation price within ten years from the 
date of the award, on the ground that the 
benefit expected from the works at the time 
the price was fixed had not accrued, 

The amendment was defeated. 

On the motion of Sir John Keane, an 
amendment. to Section 11 was agreed to, mak- 
mg it mandatory upon the Government to 
sublish an account of the business done by 
he undertaking not later than six months 
irom the end of every financial yéar. 

BUSINESS PRINCIPLES. i 

Sir John Keane moved a new section, which 
would require the prices charged for electricity 
to be such as to cover— i ; 

(a) The cost of production, including dis- 
tribution, maintenance and administration ; 
(b) the amounts for interest on money raised 
by way of loan or by way of grant from the 
Central Fund, and any money paid by way 
of sinking fund towards the redemption of 
any loan; (c) an adequate reserve for the re- 
placement and betterment of machinery and 
plant.” “It shall be a genéral principle,’ 
the amendment said, “ that the undertaking 
shall, so far as practicable, be carried on 
neither at a profit nor at a loss, and that the 
charges shall be adjusted accordingly from 
time to time.” 

He said that if the Government was going 
into business they should act on business 
principles.

DOUBLE INCOME TAX, 


PROCEDURE BECOMING MORE 
COMPLICATED. 


When the Committee stage of the Finance 
Bill was resumed by Dai] Eireann yesterday 
the Minister for Finance, replying to Mr. 
Jahn Good, said that it: was impossible to 
alter the present procedure in regard to 
double income tax, except by a very radical 
change. The Government was, however, pre- 
pared to consider any scheme that would 
simplify the procedure, provided the revenue 
was ns nl a 

Mr. Good said that, instead of the proce- 
dure becoming simpler, it was becoming 
much more difficult. He urged that every 
possible step should be taken in order to 
simplify the problem. 

Mr. Blythe said that a joint investigation 
of the matter with the British Government 
was at present proceeding. 

TAX ON CLOTHES. 

Major Cooper moved an amendment to 
Section 15, which provides for a duty of 15 
per cent. on imported wearing appare). The 
amendment ot ery to delete the words 
“personal clothing and wearing apparel "’ 
and to substitute therefor the words “' over-- 
coats, coats, waistcoats, trousers, knicker- 
bockers, costumes, blouses, skirts, stockings, 
socks, underclothing, ‘shifts, collars, ties, 
corseta, caps, felt or velour hats, handkerchiefs 
and umbrellas.’’

the medical profession, he thought it best 
to confine it to the poor law service, Doctors 
did not use their cars as luxuries, but as 
part of their equipment. It did not increase 
their patients, but brought speedy relief to 
them. 

The average life of a dispensary. doctor's 
car, owing to the bad condition of the roads, 
was two years, which meant that he would 
have to pay import duty on his car every 
two years. He asked the Minister to make 
some allowance for the dispensary doctors, 
who felt that the Free State Government 
did not give them the same treatment or 
consideration as the British Government.

It was, the bishop continued, by a thin 
line of outposts that John French kept t'e 
enemy at bay, saved the Channel ports and 
rendered final victory possible. he. only 
thing certain about the future is that it will 
bring big surprises. ‘‘ Changes and chances'’ 
are the essence of ‘‘this mortal life.” Let us 
rot wax pathetic over that fact, but keop alive 
our faith in the possibilities of future victory 
which comes to men who say ‘‘no surrender. 

Referring to the death of the Right Hon. 
Arthur W. Samuels, who had been Chancellor 
of the diocese for many years, the bishop 
said that he had lost in him a friend of his 
college days with whom it was always a 
pleasure, as well as an advantage, to consult 
about their diocesan work, in which he took 
much interest. He had been fortunate ‘o 
secure as his successor Mr. Henry Cole Bowen, 
who was well khown and honoured in the 
Church and in that county.

PUBLIC-HOUSES AND 
EDUCATION, 


DISCOVERY AT POOR 
LAW COMMISSION, 


> 4 


During the sitting of the Poor Law Com- 
mission in Dublin yesterday, Sir Joseph 
Glynn, a member of the Commission, alluding 
to licence duty grants, stated that apparently 
in the interests of education they would have’ 
to increase the number ef publichouses, No 
matter to what purposes the licence duties 
were applied the less publichouses that they 
had the less would be the relief that they 
would get. In his opinion, the whole basis 
of these. grants was wrong, and ought to be 
changed. 

The Chairman (Mr. C. H. O'Connor) said 
that this was one of the sources from which 
relief was got, and consequently if it. 
diminished it added to the burden of the 
ratepayer. 

THE NEW SCHEMES. 

Mr, James Hurson, head of the Finance 
Section of the Ministry for Local Govyern- 
ment and Public Health, gave evidence re- 
garding the question of Government grants 
in aid of local expenditure. 

Dealing with the effect of the new schemes, 
Mr. Hurson said that sufficient time had 
scarcely elapsed to enable a definite opinion 
to be formed as to the results which would 
follow the placing of Poor Law expenditure 
on a county basis. © With the exception of 
five counties and two 
schemes were in force for the whole of the 
year ended March 31, 1924, and the admin- 
istration was carried out by county boards of 
health. The amalgamation of. Poor “Law 
Unions had brought immediate benefit to the 
bai areas in a county by spreading the 

rden of cost evenly over the entire county. 

Since 1904 there had been a gradual in- 
crease in the cost of local services. In 1902 
the total expenditure-on poor relief was 
£1,257,238 and in 1914 £1,308,999. Between 
1902 and 1914 there was an increase of 15 
per - cent. on -the amount: raised as 
poor rate for ordinary county services 
and for services connected with the 
relief ef the poor. The  ircrease 
in ex 
the relief of the poor during the same 
was 4 per cent. The total expenditure on 
poor relief in the Free State in 1914 was, 
approximately, £1,076,871, while the expendi- 
ture for the year eating March, 1924, was 
£1,577,060, an increase of 464 per cent. 

Chairman—I think, looking through these re- 
turns, that in nearly every country it will 
be found that the rer unions have de- 
finitely and absolutely benefitted by county 
amalgamation. 

CHILD WELFARE, 

Mr. L. 8. Smith, Head of the Public 
Health Section of the Department, gave evi- 
dence dealing with child welfare schemes in 
the Free State. The legislation under which 
these schemes were worked gave local authori- 
ties power to make arrangements for attend- 
ing to the health of expectant and nursin 
mothers, and children under five years o 

The schemes, in the main, provided for 
health visiting; that was the appointment of 
a trained nurse, who kept in touch with the 
mother before her confinement, and subse-' 
quent to confinement, to watch both e 
mother and the child. Such schemes were in 
operation in séyeral places mentioned by the 
witness. There were eight babies’ clubs in 
Dublin, which were controlled by the Child 
Welfare Committee. The grant made by the 
Ministry was 50 per cent. of the approved 
net expenditure.

The same strain of 
aerie seemed' t5 run, however, through all 
Irish imaginative ‘literature—the poets seemed 
steeped ia the folk-lore and folk-tales of their 
country, as were no other modern ple. 

Synge, of course, was a realist: M. Cam- 
maerts said that he found it hard to tnder- 
stand a nation that could produce two such 
totally opposed currents in literature—one so 
hrutaily realistic, the other so purely imagi- 
native and delicate. In France they had a.

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THE LECTURE AT TRINITY 
COTLEGE. 


In the Hegeut House, Trinity College, 
Dablia, under the auspices of the « Dublin 
Klizabethan Society, Monsieur © Emile 
Cammaerts. yesterday lectured on * Modern 
Poetry, French and English," . Professor 
Rudmose-Browa, who presided, said, in in- 
trodueing the speaker, that it~ was our 
custom to neglect, in an extraordinary way, 
the contributions to bterature from Belgian 
some English people disregarded American 
and ' Irish contributions to literature. M. 
Cammaerts’s work, he sai’. is of a remark- 
able character, and he. is, perhaps, best 
known to ús as thé greatest Belgian war 
poet. 

M. Cammaerts said that it was not his in- 
tention to deat with contemporary pvets in 
an exact sense, but ra.ier with the mature 
poets of to-day; he could not deal with the 

t batch of poets, and the futurist move- 
ment he would not touch on. ° There’ is, he 
stated, a strange prejudice in somé quarters 
peesiss efent day poets, aud it is. a 

oblem... that prejudice ~eeuld “be  re- 
moved, There is, possibly, some justifica- 
} tion for it in the fact that there is no single 
outstanding figure among them, round whom 
lesser. poets might rally, and thus form a 
school with common characteristics. 

The present European school of poetry is 
a scattered one: there are many minor poets 
—and there is no reason why a minor poet 
should not be a great poet; but a leader, in 
the: f-as@>in which Tennyson was a leader 
in his days is needed. Thus, with many 
classes of poetry available, the average 
ireader tends to become confused by the 
effort involved in taking up one. example 
after sth: other, and so the subject gets 
turned down, so far as modern poets: are 
concerned, His aim, therefore, was to 
farrive at an understanding of -whatever 
characteristics there were in Common among

» Over thirty! years ago a French. writer 
gave sOund- advice to his disciples, in a 
sags called ‘‘ Ars poetique "net to try to 
too eloquent, or too witty, but to aim at 
simplicity; to let their songs be natural— 
sung because they could not help singing. 
The rest. was literature, the product of reason 
and workmanship. In our times this rule is 
closely followed by many poets, who write 
with deep and intimate knowledge of the 
PR and land best known to them. The 
ate Emile Virhaeren, of Flanders, wrote 
thus of the country he knew and loved be- 
fore he used that knowledge to help him to 
write with understanding of other countries, 
Rupert Brooke, in ‘‘ Grantchester,”’ wrote of 
the joy of coming back to England, then of 
reaching his own country, and, last and 
greatest joy of all, of coming to his own 
home, with its little familiar every-day de- 
lights. 

We, the lecturer said, are still steeped in 
romanticism,:in spite of the reaction of the 
second half of the nineteenth century, due 
‘to mistakes made by the most prominent of 
the romanticists, such as the tendency to 
concern themselves more with remote ages 
than with’ present times. The inclination of 
the romantic poets is to love nature in all 
her manifestations. In this connection he 
reads extracts from Vildrac, John Masefield 
and James Stephens. Another characteristic 
of contemporary poets is love of inanimate 
things, and in making them the subject of 
poetry to give them a mysterious life of 
their own, giving them souls, as it were. 
“ La Salle a Manger,"’ by the French poet, 
Francis Jamme, is an instance of this. 

In their manner of handling life in 
general, and its problems and religion, poets 
now have a very different point of view 
from their predecessors’ rather stern one. 
Now, even writers who have avowedly no 
religion of their own, do not try to impress 
their sceptical attitade upon the reader. There 
had been a school of thought, represented 
in England by Wilde, holding that people of 


joy in little familiar things; but the in. 
uence of its devotees had fortunately died 
before it could affect the present generation. 
In thanking M. Cammaerts for his interest- 
ing lecture, Professor Rudmose-Brown ex- 
pressed a regret, shared by the whole 
audience, that M. Cammaerts had ‘not in- 
cluded - oí his own poetry in what he had 
read, and in response he reed one of his 
own short poems.

THE GREAT SOUTHERN RAILWAY. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—With very little refiection it must be 

apparent that the progressive decline in the 

values of the stocks of the above railway 
entaiis the necessity of urgent action by the 
shareholders, unless their interests are to 
vanish. lÍlt is not my purpose to indict the 
directors, as they have ween forced by 
circumstances and legislation into an unfor- 

I do say, however, that 

they seem to be taking the matter rather 

easily. # 

There is much hardship to widows, 
orphans, charitabie institutions——not to men- 
tion traders, farmers and merchants—whose 
savings were invested in these securities as 
gilt-edged holdings. The Debentures, Guar- 
anteed Preference and [Freference ranked as 
trustee investments of the United Kingdom 
when they were made. . This stafus was lost 
when the Free State came into being, and 
trustees outside tho Free State were more or 
less forced to sell—-very fortunately for 
themselves, as it happens. The subjects of 
the Free State were left holding the baby, 
and their positions were worsened when the 
Great Southern and Western was compelled 
to take over all the smal! lines, many of 
which were in a bankrupt state. High wages 
were compulsory, trafhcs were affected by 
bad harvests, insecurity, and unlimited heavy 
motor lorry competition on roads, largely 
maintained by the Great Southern Railway 
as the biggest ratepayer in the Free State. 
England took es care to protect the inte- 
rests of the railway shareholders and of their 
trustee stocks. I do suggest that the Free 
State Government has a responsibility to the 
trustees and others who hoid Great Southern 
prior charge stocks. 

They.may neglect their obvious duty; they 
may not care to recognise it; they may, by 
their supine attitude, rival the confiscation 
sendiland by the Canadian Government to- 
wards the unfortunate Grand Trunk share- 
holders. Canadians are now finding that the 
shoe pinches) badly. They got away with 
their disgraceful seizure of the property of 
the Grand Trunk, but when they come to 
look for money, they find—on the admission 
of one of their leading bankers last week— 
that financial sentiment in London and Paris 
is against Canada, until the Grand Trunk 
scandal is rectified and some tardy measure 
of justice is meted out to the sufferers. The 
Free State wiil have need of money—much 
money—and the classes who can supply it, 
and showed their willingness when the 
National Loan was floated, are largely in- 
volved in the railway catastrophe. 

Cork has played a leading part in every 
Irish forward movement. e well-being of 
the Great Southern shareholder is at stake, 
and the vital principle of the security of 
Irish Free State trustee investments is 
jeopardised. It is badly shaken, but can be 
recovered and confidence in some measure 
restored, if even now a strong committee of 
Cork shareholders be formed to consult with 
the directors and to make a joint approach 
to the Government to ameliorate the posi- 
tion. If the débacle make further headway, 
11 would be a bold and optimistic man who 
would suggest that capital for any Free State 
purpose can be had on any reasonable terms 
when the Shannon and other schemes come

TO THE KDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES: 
Srr,—In the many letters and speeches | 
have read there is beir any reference to the 
farmer's greatest difhcu ty—labourers’ wages.

farmer to give 


young man is advising the 
a lucrative business (cattle- 


rearing) and to 


reak his grass land, not for 
own profit,. but 


in order to employ 
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labourers at a wage of over £100 a year. 
When the necessaries of life were 66 per cent. 
lower than at present, and labourers worked 
ten hours a day at 10s. a week—and they 
really did work—tillage did not pay and was 
almost entirely given up. How could it pay 
now’ At present rates an average crop of 
oats, if in good condition, would hardly pay 
the cost of production. 

I have fifty years’ experience, and I have 
never seen any money made by tilling land, 
but I have seen many thousands lost by it. 
The climate is not suited for growing corn. 
A crop of oats must be cut on the day when 
it is ripe; otherwise it deteriorates rapidly 
and in a few days the grain begins to shed 
and a great deal of it s lost. As everyone 
knows, when the weather breaks in July or 
August, it does not take up for Several weeks. 
Labourers are now supposed to work eight 
hours a day, but they do not work: they are 
more interested in organising a strike and 
qualifying for out-of-employment pay. I 
offered an idle man 5s. a day for a week, but 
he would not accept it. He said: ‘I can get 
that much for walking about smoking my 
ogh so why would I work?’ Why should 

, indeed? j 


A farmer with twenty acres of tillage 
requires at least three labourers, who would 
cost per annum and over. This, added 
to rent and taxes, expensive machinery and 
keep of horses, proves that tillage cannot be 
carried on except at enormous loss. On the 
other side of the question, a yearling calf, if a 
good one, can be sold for £12, and it costs 
only a trifle to rear. Even if millions of 
barrels of corn could be grown in Ireland, 
there would be no market for it. They do not 
want our oats in England, but they want our 
beef. The farmers are not fools.—Yours, etc.,

A farmer holding four or five hundred acres 
of land has usually an establishment which 
could not be supported upon two or three 
hundred acres. te will then be forced to 
leave the country, and his farm will be 
divided among people who, in the main, will 
be insolvent and unable to meet their 
liabilities to the State. 

Also, it is rather a dangerous experiment 
to settle a large number of people on lend in 
this country. After two seasons such as those 
which we have had we would be a nation of 
paupers. Besides, a commonwealth in agri- 
culture is not likely to be more successful 
than in any other industry. Only a fool 
would work when the fruits of his labours 
may be enjoyed by others.—Yours, etc.,

Murray some confidential papers relating to 
Bergin. From that date to the date of the 
crime witness received reports from the 
prisoner, who reported verbally that Bergin 
was about to come to Dublin to interview the 
“Irregular Director of Intelligence,’ Michael 
Carolan.

Questioned as to the name of an officer at 
the Curragh witness said it was not desirable 
to have the names of Intelligence officers pub- 
lished. 

. Justice Hanna—We must refer to 
him as ‘‘Mr. X ”“ or '“ Mr. A." (Laughter.) 

Witness said it was quite a usual proceed- 
ing to interrogate persons like Bergin re- 
garding their activities. 

In further cross-examination he denied 
emphatically that he had paid money to the 
prisoner or aided him to get out of the 
country, or entered into any personal com- 
munications with him. They purposed angie: 
ing Bergin as a source of information. su 
ments were to be got from him, but the ques- 
tion of force did not arise. Murray was 
dismissed from the Army on the 6th March, 
1924, ‘for continued absence without 
leave,” and it Was absolutely untrue that he 
had any conversations with him after Decem- 
ber 14th, 1923. ‘‘Jimmy’s” name had been 
mentioned in connection with the murder of 


Bergin. F 

Mr. Gleéson—If the prisoner states on oath 
that he went away on your suggestion, and 
that you actually paid his expenses, would 
you deny it? It is absolutely false. 

If he swears that he went to the Argentine 
with money provided by you? Absolutely 


wrong. 
And that when he heard that he was mixed 
up m this thing that he came back? The 
statement is wrong. 
Witness denied that he ever had any com- 
munication with a man named Callaghan in 


Glasgow, or sent him money for Murray, A tho 
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man named Deegan never brought money 
from witness to Mrs. Murray, and he never 
told Michael Murray (prisoner's brother) that 
he had communications for James. 


SUGGESTION OF DEFENCE. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—It is suggested that 
Col, Costello was in league with Murray to 
conceal the murderers? 

Mr. Gleeson—Yes. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—And that, 
the Colonel is not to be believed’ 

Mr. Gleeson—The case is that the prisoner 
was away on duty, and not a fugitive from 
justice. 

Witness—It was an attempt to blackmail 


therefore, 


me. 
The cross-examination of witness having 
closed, 

Mr. Carrigan said that the purport of some 
of the questions of Mr. Gleeson would rather 
point to the suggestion that Col. Costello was 
really a party to this crime. (To witness)— 
Was there direct or implied, any sanction 
by you that this boy Bergin was to be treated 
violently ? 

Witness—None whatever. 

Or shot’? Certainly not. 

Mr. Carrigan—It appears to have been sug- 
gested that this officer was a party to the 
murder of Bergin. 

Mr. Gleeson—That is not suggested. 

Evidence was given of casts taken by the 
Police Superintendent of Carlow of the 
motor tracks at the vacant house where the 
murder took place. It was stated that they 
corresponded precisely with those of the 
motor car rl by the prisoner. 

A railway ticket checker stated he saw the 

risoner at. the bar of the Railway Hotel at 
Kildare on the evening of the 13th December. 
He wore a trench coat and tweed cap. 


OFFICIAL RECORDS REFUSED. 

Evidence was given showing that no pay- 
ments of any kind were made to the prisoner, 
or anyone on his behalf, after the 14th 
December, 1923 

Mr. Gleeson complained that although 
notice had been served on the State Solicitor 
to produce records setting out payments made 
they were refused. 

Mr. Carrigan explained that the only 
records or entries withheld were those which 
were in connection with that department of 
the service, and the publication of which was 
held to be inimical to the public interest. 
Proof was conclusively submitted that no 
allowances or payments were made to the 
prisoner or to anyone on his behalf, after 
the date of the matters they were discussing. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that it was a 


, matter for the State. 


Mr. O'Connor, Secretary to the Ministry 
of Defence, said, in reply to Mr. Carrigan, 
that the production of the details asked for 
by Mr. Glasa could not be agreed to, being 
against public policy. 

Mr. Gleeson said that payments were un- 
doubtedly made—not, perhaps, to the prisoner 
by name. 

The case for the prosecution closed, and the 
Court adjourned until 10 o’clock this morn- 
ing
